Dear Professor Macdonald:= 
With reference to the teaching of the students 

of the Fourth Year in Gynsecology, I may state that the course as arrang- 
ed by Professor B. P. Watson, Head of the Department, provides that each 
student shall take instruction for ten weeks in this subject, five weeks 
to be spent with the clinicians on the wards of a hospital and five weeks 
in the Pathological Museum. 

I was probably incorrect in stating over the telephone the other day 
that it was Gynaecological Pathology they take during this latter five 
weeks; because the work is taken in the Pathological Museum I jumped to 
the conclusion that it was, but all I really know is that they are ree 
auired to attend for five weeks and receive a course of instruction as 
arranged by Professor Watson. 

Other years the method of arranging the classes hes been to divide 
them and then alternate at the end of five weeks. Last year, owing to 
the retirement of Dr. Cleland from St. Michael's Hospital, there was no 
service in that Hospital for Gynaecology and so when the students from 
western Hospital went to the Pathological Museum, we sent you the student 
from St. Michael's Hospital for their instruction on the wards. This, I 
understand, you all found most unsatisfactory, on account of the time 
consumed enroute, so this year as Dr. Frawley had been appointed to St. 
Michael's Hospital and a Gynaecological Service again opened, we arranged 
for the students to all take their ward work in this subject at the 


Hospital to which they were attached for the trimester.

This means, of course, that when the etudents from Western Hospital 
go to the Pathological Museum for their instruction, there will be no 
class for Gyneecology on the wards for five weeks, until the change at 
the first of the next trimester, when nine new students will attend for 
five weeks, then they too will go to the Pathological Room for five weeks 

This is the first year that we have had a Gynaecological Service in 
all three Hospitals, two years ago we had St. Michael's and Toronto 
General Hospitals, last year Western and General Hospitals and possibly 
were Protecder Watson eat home now that he has the three Services he might 
make different arrangements; at present we are but following out the very 
definite plans which he laid down before going on Military Service, for 
the instruction of the students in his Department. 

I am sending to you enclosed herewith a copy of the notices posted 
for the students, a copy of this was made for each teacher in the Depart- 
ment of Gynaecology and I am sorry indeed, if your copy did not reach you. 
This explains the division of the class, but I regret that I did not 
write you regarding the outworking of the arrangement, so thet you would 
have been spared the annoyance and inconvenience of making arrangements 


for a class that did not appear.
